In 1869 all the I>»inii<iH surren- 
dered their authority to the Mikado, and 
an absolute monarchy wax estublishcd. 
There is an executive Ministry, a Sen- 
ate, and a Council of State, but the 
members of all arc appointed bv the 
Kniperor. There has been in Japan a 
strong movement in favor of subjecting 
the administration oF affairs to parlia- 
mentary control. 
The Mikado, it was 


said, would favor such a change at the 
proper time, and he has just returned 
to the capital from an extended tour 
throughout tho empire. 
Hi.-t return is 


the signal for the renewal of the agita- 
tion in favor of a constitutional govern- 
ment, and this is the excitement refer- 
red to in tho dispatches. That the 
Imperial party will load in tho question 
of reform is <|uito probable.
